F.  O.  Con.mt,  in  hi"  ahle  and  exhaustive  work, 
History  and  (j'ncalci^.v  of  tho  Conant  family, 
says  in  the  Introdurtion  "Tho  Conant  family  ap- 
pears to  lie  primarily  of  Celtic  descent.  Nobody 
knows  when  the  Celts  lirst  settled  in  Britain, 
for  at  the  bc.s^innin'^  of  authentic  history  the 
island  was  inhabited  by  them.  Records  remain 
to  show  that  the  nnme  Conant  in  verj'  nearly  its 
present  form,  has  existed  in  Ent;land  for  over 
600  years.  The  '.rlli.ot^raphy  has  varied  con- 
suleraiily,  due  prinfipally  to  the  ignorance  of 
clerks  In  j"n^,'!and  ■'>2  ways  of  writing  the 
name  ha^-e  Ikm  n  fnurd,  and  in  America  IS  ways, 
9  of  which  ;{re  incliiddl  in  the  fjreqoing,  making 
41  ^'ariations  m  all.  In  ne\-onshire,  England, 
the  old  home  of  the  family,  tho  the  name  is  writ- 
ten Conant.  the  common  pronunciation  is  Con- 
net  or  CuniKt." — History  and  Genealogy  of  the  Con- 
ant Family,  by  F.  0,  Conant. 


THE    CONNET    FAMILY 


In  tlie  above  Mr.  Conaiit  inrhides  the  \-arious 
ways  of  writing  the  name  Connet. 

In  America  the  name  Connet,  tlio  variously 
written,  is  now  a  distinct  name  from  Conant,  and 
will  be  so  regarded  in  this  work.  It  appears 
from  Mr.  Conant's  v.-iirk  Ihat  it  had  bocnnie  a 
distinct  name  in  Eni^land,  th(j  in  some  in.slances 
the  same  pi-rson's  name  sr^'ms  in  ha\-"  lu'on  writ- 
ten Conant  and  sometimes  Coiuu't,  with  still 
other  variations.  Fie  linds  a  lartjo  number  of 
Connets  in  Iingland,  most  of  tlirm  in  the  t^ounty 
of  Devon,  one  of  the  S.  W.  conn  tic.-,.  He  savs 
in  a  letter  to  the  writer,  "Undi:)ubtedly  the  Con- 
nets  came  from  Devonshire,  Kngland."  This  is 
the  opinion  of  Harry  Connctt,  a  Major  in  the  Sal- 
vation Army,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  hut  foimerly 
from  Devonshire,  England. 

I  make  s[)ecial  note  of  the  following  variation.<! 
in  writing  the  name:  Conet,  Connet,  Conett, 
Connett,  Cunnet,  Cunnett.  For  other  variations 
see  Mr.  Conant's  book. 

Th(?  writer  has  not  been  able  to  loarn  at  what 
date  the  first  or  any  subsequent  migration  of 
Connets  reached  America.  The  eastern  branch 
of  Narragansett  Bay  is  called  Seakonet  or  >Sea- 
connet,  but  when  or  hy  whom  so  named,  the 
author  does  not  know.  It  is  certain  there  were 
Connets  in  America  at  an  early  date.  Mr.  Con- 
ant finds  that  there  was  an  Indian  named  Will- 
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iam  Cf'Tinrtl  ;■!  Vantic,  Conn.,  in  !('..S2.  He  ha? 
rccpnth-  learned  tliat  there  were  Connets  at 
Chrirl'--vu.M  ]\I,-i';s.,  :it  .1  \-c!  y  early  date.  I  here 
quote  m  full  a  letter  rcrcived  from  Mr.  Conant^ 
that  will,  I  am  sure,  interest  all  Connets. 

Portland,  Mf..,  February  IG.  05. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  have  just  made  a  ^■ery  interesting  discovery, 
viz:  tliTit  Henry  Cnnnet,  on  paqe  rifiU  of  my  book, 
was  t'orn  in  Charlestown,  Mn.-^s.,  son  of  John 
Connct.  who  was  a  son  of  James  Connet  and 
Mchciable,  dr.  of  Richard  Gardner.  Tlie  name 
Gardner  is  suggestive,  for  in  my  book  a  Gardner 
Connit,  livmg  in  New  Jersey, 1728,  is  mentioned; 
doubtless  he  was  a  son  or  grandson.  Henry 
had  b-r.thers,  James,  b.  \(\'M).  John,  b.  1(502,  Mat- 
thew, b.  1700.  and  a  sister  Sarah,  b.  1G95.  The 
names  James  and  Matthew  arc  also  names  found 
amon'.:  the  New  Jersey  Connets,  and  I  think  the 
whole  f.'.mily  moved  to  New  Jersey. 

The  J.imes  born  in  1090  was  most  likely  your 
great,  i:rcat  grandfather.  I  do  not  feel  sure  that 
John  was  the  father  of  tliese  brothers.  It  may 
be  the  first  James  was.  Hill  Wyman's  Genealo- 
gies and  Estates  of  Charlestown  say,  "John,  son 
of  Jamrs,  'vas  father  of  James.  John,  Henry, 
^fatt^,cw."  This  first  Janies  was  apparently 
anccster  of  a  large  part,  if  not  all  the  New  Jersey 
Connets.  Yours  truly,

able  to  trace  our  ancestry  back  21')  years.  And 
if  he  is  correct,  most,  if  not  all  Mie  Connets  in 
America  arc  related,  imlcss  there  have  been  sub- 
sccinent  mi(;ratinns  of  the  family  to  this  country. 
While  Mr.  Conant  is  probably  co.rcct,  we  lack 
positive  evidetuc.  I,  llierrfure,  b'.uin  the  penc- 
alotjy  of  my  br.inc  li  of  the  family  with  my  ijreat 
grandfather,  about  whom  I  know  but  little,  ex- 
cept his  name  and  the  naTTies  of  hi'  children. 
-  1 .  James  Connct,  tlic  writers  great  grand- 
father, was  born  about  +rHft^  place  not  known.  //^^O, 
Late  in  life  ho  lived  in  Essex  Co.,  N.  J.  He  mar- 
ried twice,  name  of  first  wife  not  known.  Naine 
of  second  wife,  An^y  Kelly,  w.  of Harris.
